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From horses 
to birds, no 
animal is safe 
from cruelty 
and neglect

HORRIFIC cases of animal cruelty and 
neglect across the county are pushing 
animal-welfare groups to crisis point. 

Charities are witnessing distressingly 
high numbers of creatures dumped, in¬ 
jured or neglected, while the poaching 
of wild birds has even been reported 
from next to a nature reserve. 

One problem highlighted relates to 
horses abandoned and left to fend for 
themselves - in many cases, the ani¬ 
mals perish. 

The issue of fly-grazing, in which 
horses are left on public or private land, 
was brought to public attention when 
walkers came across an upsetting scene 
at Gravesend, where a mare was found 
with a dead foal hanging from her body. 

Alana Chapman, Kent field officer 
at World Horse Welfare, said she fre¬ 


quently received calls from the public 
regarding problems in the Saxon Shore 
Way area, where some 100 feral horses 
roam, abandoned by their owners. 

She has had to drag horses from 
marshland and work with vets to put 
some down due to their suffering. 

Referring to the case of the dead foal, 
she said: “The closer I got, the more 
strongly I could notice this vile smell, 
like a rotting stench. 

“The poor mare looked as if she had 
prolapsed, but what had really hap¬ 
pened was that she had given birth to 
a dead foal. The foal and afterbirth were 
hanging out of her, just left there. 

“It was a very hot day and she must 
have been so incredibly uncomfortable 
with no one to care for her.” 

The mare had a broken pelvis and 
had to be put down. 

With the horses not microchipped,

organisations struggle to track down 
the owners and take action. 

“Fly-grazing has massively increased 
in my area, partly due to the economic 
crisis but mainly due to the fact that 
people can get away with doing it,” said 
Ms Chapman. 

“The reality is that eventually these 
horses will die - it is inevitable they will 
deteriorate without proper care.” 

Welsh authorities have recently 
vowed to take legislative action against 
people who fly-graze. 

Charities including World Horse Wel¬ 
fare, the RSPCA and The British Horse 
Society are pushing for the same com¬ 
mitment from the UK government. 

However, it’s not just mistreatment of 
horses that is developing into a serious 
problem in the county. 

Kent Wildlife Trust has been contact¬ 
ed by the public about poaching of wild 
birds next to one of its nature reserves. 

Traps have been set near Ashford 
Warren to catch goldfinches, which can 
fetch up to £100 each. 


Recently an RSPCA inspector found a 
caged goldfinch hanging in a hedgerow 
next to the reserve. 

Other goldfinches are attracted by the 
singing of the trapped bird and land on 
glue-covered sticks placed in the sur¬ 
rounding bushes. 

The poacher then collects the trapped 
and struggling birds. 

Bird-feeders are also used to attract 
finches to the traps. The birds will often 
end up with broken legs but can still be 
sold on. 

Ian Rickards, the trust’s Ashford area 
reserve warden, said: “We are asking 
visitors to the countryside to be aware 
of this cruel and unsavoury practice 
and look out for bird-feeders placed in 
unusual locations - and particularly 
birds in small cages. 

“This must be reported to the RSPCA 
or the police.” 

Another species targeted by the cruel 
in our society - but for different reasons 
- is the herring gull. 

Cases of the birds being shot or kicked 
are becoming more common and re¬ 
cently some young gulls had to be taken 


in by the RSPCA after their parents 
were killed. An RSPCA spokeswoman 
told us: “July is the time when young 
herring gulls take off for the first time 
and they land in people’s gardens. 

“The older gulls get very protective 
and they may swoop at people if they go 
near their babies. 

“During the heat-wave in July, roofs 
were very hot for gulls to land on and so 
they would go into people’s gardens 
more.” 

The RSPCA says that people need to 
be more tolerant of gulls in our towns 
and cities. 

And as if the problems were not bad 
enough, last week the RSPCA reported 
how the county was being almost over¬ 
run with unwanted cats as more people 
chose to abandon them due to high 
veterinary bills. 

Kent RSPCA says that it is full to ca¬ 
pacity, with more than 350 unwanted 
felines clogging the system. 

Only recently, two boxes of kittens 
were ditched separately at the Ashford 
cattery door. 

At Woodchurch, a car slowed as it 


Anti-live-export campaigners are 
continuing to pressurise the 
Government into putting a stop to 
livestock exports through the Port 
of Dover.

passed the cattery and three animals 
were thrown out. 

An RSPCA spokesman said Kent’s 
branches were running out of space. 

Staff say that they cannot remember 
a worse crisis in the cat population. 

RSPCA branch support specialist 
Becky Blackmore said: “Broadly, the 
problem is that irresponsible and acci¬ 
dental breeding of cats is leading to our 
rehoming centres being full of kittens, 
growing into young cats, without suffi¬ 
cient homes being available.” 

Figures for the Leybourne RSPCA 
centre showed it was looking after 44 
cats, 55 dogs, seven captive birds, 56 
guinea pigs, 23 pet mammals such as 
ferrets and gerbils, 33 rabbits, three 
farm animals and one wild bird.

Buy your own beach hut... for 
the cost of a one-bedroom flat

IT’S only a fraction bigger than your average 
garden shed and lacks a bathroom and bed¬ 
rooms, while it is perhaps not the most homely 
place to lay your head at night. 

But this quirky beach hut at Seasalter boast¬ 
ing views of the north Kent coast and not so very 
far from trendy Whitstable will set you back a 
cool £59,995 - the same price as an average 
one-bedroom flat in Kent. 

First put on the market for £80,000 in 2011, 
it appears that there was little interest, with the 
price dropping over the past two years only to be 
pushed back up again in May this year, no doubt 
in preparation for the summer. 

Estate agents Ward and Partners told us that 
the owner was reluctant to speak about the 
property, on Graveney beach. 

The firm admitted, however, there had been 
little recent interest from potential purchasers. 

During these tough economic times, perhaps 
it’s optimistic to think that someone could dig 
deep enough in their pocket to find £60,000 to 
buy what is effectively a hut on a beach, particu¬ 
larly when you can hire one for £100 per week 
in Whitstable or buy one for the cheaper, albeit 
still expensive, cost of between £10,000 and 
£ 20 , 000 . 

The owner may be hoping to attract people 
living in London with that bit of extra cash and 
the desire to escape to the seaside. 

Seasalter is, after all, close to the glorious 
North Kent Marshes and the hut itself is on a 
shingle beach next to the South Swale nature 
reserve. 

Describing the property on Zoopla.co.uk, the 
owner says: “We have many brilliant memories 
of days at our beach hut. 

“It has been used for family/friends gather¬ 
ings, art projects and finding peace in a very 
busy world. 

“It is time for us to move on and let someone 
else take it over. Although compact, it has every¬ 
thing you need for a day’s stay at the beach or a 
base for going out from there either walking the 
marshes, mud flats or exploring by boat.” 

The hut has a chemical Portaloo, kitchen cup¬ 
boards, a stainless-steel sink and a Calor Gas- 
operated two-ring hob and grill. 

Shutters are on the windows and there is park-

IT’S been dubbed Minority Report policing - 
groundbreaking technology that can predict 
exactly where a crime will take place in the next 
24 hours. 

Futuristic it may sound. Implausible, perhaps... 
hence the reference to the Tom Cruise film. But 
predictive policing, or PredPol as it is known, is 
set to change the way Kent Police go about their 
duties - getting to the criminals first or, more im¬ 
portantly, preventing crime from taking place. 

The innovative computer software, originat¬ 
ing in the United States, uses a mathematical 
calculation to work out the most likely areas 
that offenders will strike, based on crime data 
provided by the county force. 

This allows officers to step up a presence in those 
areas rather than carry out random patrols. 

Already Kent Police, the first force in the UK to 
use the new technology, have been approached 
by forces in Europe and even as far away as 
Australia wanting to find out more. 

A successful pilot was carried out in north 
Kent, which led to a 6 per cent reduction in vio¬ 
lent crime. It is now been rolled out county wide. 

This week, Kent Police hit the streets with 
maps and target zones to put their new predic¬ 
tive policing strategy into action. 

PredPol creates 20 zones in the morning and 
20 zones in the evening across the 13 Kent 
districts, and officers make it their duty to visit 
these areas throughout the course of the day. 

The zones are 150ft x 150ft in size and officers 
are encouraged to “police what they see” and act 
as a deterrent when they arrive in the area. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth believes the 
system could revolutionise policing methods on 
a national scale. 

“On a normal policing day we will respond to 
the calls that come in,” he said. 

“If I’m out on patrol and get a call, I will go and 
deal with that job. But when I’m not being 
dispatched to deal with anything, instead of 
randomly patrolling, we will now go into one of 
the boxes [zones] and police what we see. 

“The key is, if nothing happens in that box, we 
have still been successful because we’ve prevent¬ 
ed crimes with the added bonus of 
our visibility. 

“If there is nothing happening, it 
is an ideal opportunity for us to en¬ 
gage with the public, speak to local 
residents or shopkeepers to see 
what their issues are. 

“We can get information 
from them and reassure 
them with our presence, 
and if something hap¬ 
pens then we will deal 
with it.” 

The zones are deter¬ 
mined by mathemati¬ 
cal calculations called 
algorithms. The process is 
constantly updated, with 
police officers feeding in all 
recorded crime information 
on a daily basis. 

CC Learmonth said: “We 
are the trailblazers in the UK, 



but it came from America - we have been work¬ 
ing very closely with colleagues from Santa Cruz 
and Los Angeles over there. 

“In the pilot results we saw a greater reduction 
in crime in the pilot area than in the rest of the 
county. We saw a significant reduction in violence. 

“The Americans had significant successes in 
bringing crime down by 19 per cent. I don’t 
think we will get near that because we are start¬ 
ing from different places. 

“We are already a safe county and this will just 
enhance the way we are able to do our work. ” 

The software, which costs £100,000 per year 
to run, will now be involved with day-to-day 
policing and supported by the occasional “all 
out” days of action when officers blitz the zones. 

But has this technology been brought in solely 
to make it easier to run Kent Police with fewer 
officers? 

The force has been hit hard by cuts since the 
recession, leading to the loss of 500 officer posts 
and 1,000 civilian staff. 

“It’s not designed to be able to do things with 
less staff, but the fact we do have less staff be¬ 
cause of budget cuts, we have to make best use of 
the resources we have got and this allows us to 
do that,” said CC Learmonth. 

“Let’s not do a random patrol, let’s do it in an 
area were we get the best return.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes 
allocated the money needed to test out the Pred¬ 
Pol software a year ago while she was still chair 
of the Kent Police Authority. 

She told us she was delighted by the pilot and 
the continuing roll-out. 

“I did release funds for it and we ran out this 
pilot in north Kent, which brought down street 
crime by 6 per cent,” she said. 

“Those are the actual figures, but you don’t 
know how much crime wasn’t committed be¬ 
cause the police were visible there. 

“To me, it is just ordinary policing. Our officers 
are on the streets doing what they are best at - 
interacting with the people. 

“This is visible community policing using 
21st-century technology. It’s very clever. 

“I like that officers will be in these areas stop¬ 
ping crime from happening rather than mop¬ 
ping up afterwards. It is absolutely proactive.” 

The police have already seen examples of 
where their presence in a highlighted zone has 
brought them arrests.

WHAT IS PREDPOL AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 


PREDPOL is a piece of computer software 
that originated in the US and predicts where 
crime will take place in the following 24 
hours. 

Kent Police have entered more than five 
years of crime data into the system and will 
continue to do so on a daily basis. 

The PredPol then uses a mathematical 
calculation known as an algorithm to work 
out the most likely areas that crime could 
strike. 

Each day 20 small zones are created across 
each of Kent’s 13 districts. One set of zones is 
worked out for day patrols and another set of 
20 zones for night-time patrols. 

It is believed this will eliminate random 


stinctively supportive of the idea of putting po¬ 
lice officers in the right place at the right time. 
That makes sense. 

“And I have certainly heard from colleagues 
in America about the success they have had over 
there. They have focused on two types of crime 
- theft of motor vehicles and burglary - but 
we’ve taken a scattergun approach covering all 
crime and antisocial behaviour. I wonder in the 


patrols from officers’ shifts and instead focus 
their resources. 

Mark Johnson, head of analysis at Kent 
Police, said: "We’ve never had anything that 
predicts crime in this way. 

"There is some sophisticated maths behind 
it, but it offers a simple format. The zones are 
different to the usual ‘hot-spots’, which can be 
very large and can change their heat, if you like. 

"This is taking that concept and moving it 
on into really small areas, showing where 
crimes are more likely to happen. 

"It targets the high-risk areas where there 
is a higher probability of crime that day. We 
are asking officers to go to these areas and 
police what they see to prevent crime." 

future if we will see this more focused effort on 
specific crime types. 

“I’m always sceptical of pilots because in 29 
years of policing I have never known a pilot to fail. 

“I think what we need to do now is that if we 
are going to get results from predictive policing, 
that they are actually true results and we see 
how it performs in every-day policing once the 
novelty of the pilot has worn off.”

Century of discovery... all in a day 

Joe Bill reports on East Matting Research, which is offering a rare behind-the-scenes opportunity 
to see the pioneering work that has revolutionised our fruit-growing and horticultural industry

A LABORATORY deep in the heart of 
Kent is opening its doors to the public 
for the first time in 10 years - but for 
one day only. 

East Mailing Research (EMR) has 
been at the forefront of fruit-farming 
studies for 100 years and next month 
is inviting families and science fans to 
the site to celebrate its centenary. 

Visitors will have the chance to step 
inside the facility’s root laboratory to 
see its pioneering work in developing 
new fruit forms and ornamental 
garden plants. 

Professor Peter Gregory, from the 
centre, said: “We have contributed to 
revolutionising the fruit industry. Just 
100 years ago, you would have only 
been able to get apples a few months 
before Christmas or strawberries in 
June, but now the consumer has got a 
much wider choice of fruit available 
for much longer in the year. ” 

The site has worked on increasing 
the length of the growing season for 
strawberries and created fruits that 
are pest- and disease-resistant. 

“Another solution that came from 


here was the problem of storing fruit,” 
said Prof Gregory, who has worked at 
EMR for two years. 

“Many fruits are picked in the aut¬ 
umn, but you can now still eat them 
in the springtime. We looked at taking 
them from the orchard into storage 
at a lower temperature where the 
atmosphere is controlled. We re¬ 
moved C02 and a gas called ethylene 
so you can eat them later in the year. ” 


The centre, which employs 50 sci¬ 
entists and 50 support staff, has been 
working on techniques for years to 
improve efficiency of farming fruits 
such as apples, pears and cherries to 
make growing and gathering easier. 

Prof Gregory said: “One of the first 
things we did was to develop our root 
stocks. Roots control the growth and 
size of the tree. One hundred years 
ago, if you went into an orchard you 


would see trees of all different shapes 
and sizes. Now we can make them a 
standard size, which makes growing 
and picking much easier.” 

Several things have changed since 
the lab opened in 1913, including 
EMR’s company status, with the lab 
moving from a public organisation to 
a private charity that can create its 
own funding through research. 

It can also sell its findings. 


“Years ago we would have got on 
with the research we wanted and 
then told the farmers about it, but 
things are more sophisticated now,” 
said Prof Gregory. 

“Often the research we do is in¬ 
formed by or paid for by the industry. 
We have a much better and more im¬ 
mediate route to market. ” 

The Mailing Centenary Strawberry, 
which the centre created to celebrate 
its anniversary, has been the subject 
of a TV show in recent months and 
the scientists have decided it’s time to 
open their doors once more. 

Prof Gregory said: “It’s time the 
public came back in. We have been 
through a fairly tricky period from 
transferring from being a public or¬ 
ganisation to a private one and now 
people will be able to see some of the 
work that goes on.”

Vandals, f lytippers, slovenly 
campers... a site under siege

FOUL-MOUTHED, dirty campers are 
slowly destroying some of Kent’s most 
attractive coastal landscapes. 

Although some sites have designated 
protection, those looking after them say 
this does little to dissuade the slovenly 
trouble-makers. 

The White Cliffs Countryside Partner¬ 
ship, set up in 1989 to help conserve the 
environment while at the same time 
making it accessible to visitors, said Folke¬ 
stone Warren was the worst-affected 
site but others were also badly hit. 

Some trippers are ignoring the two 
official camping sites bordering the 
Warren, designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest by Natural England. 

It is a criminal offence to damage an 
SSSI. Accordingly, camping on such a 
site, along with the setting of fires, is 
breaking the law. 

The partnership has seen flytipping 
and other incidents of dumping, includ¬ 
ing a safe smashed open and a lorry 
packed with cannabis. 

In July alone, staff at the 500-acre 
Warren logged 43 incidents of crime and 
antisocial behaviour. They stress, how¬ 


ever, that these are only the incidents 
seen by the WCCP, with many more 
probably taking place. 

Partnership manager Kirk Alexander 
said: “You are not allowed to camp - 
and certainly not light fires. 

“Sometimes people stay for weeks 
and leave litter strewn everywhere. 

“One couple have been camping for 
years. I am not sure who they are, but 
we don’t approach them any more as 
they are generally very confrontational, 
especially the woman. 

“We tell them they can’t camp there 
and they often swear at us. Some of 
these campers are in large numbers and 
hold parties. 

“All we can do is log the incidents, 
but there is little we can do otherwise. 
You very quickly get an earful.” 

Mr Alexander said that more than 
100,000 people visited the Warren 
every year and the majority were very 
friendly. Sadly, though, many were put 
off by the antisocial activity. 

Even the warning and information 
signs have been stolen. 

Mr Alexander warned that the condi¬ 
tion of the Warren was “declining 
because of a lack of grazing but also 
because of damage caused by people”. 


“The WCCP is reintroducing grazing 
and other management to maintain 
and enhance wildlife, but this is threat¬ 
ened by the behaviour of a small minor¬ 
ity,” he said. 

“The fencing for the grazing scheme is 
being installed at the moment and has 
been vandalised. There is a specific crimi¬ 
nal offence of damaging a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest under the Countryside 
and Right of Way Act 2000.” 

He said that crime and antisocial 
behaviour not only spoilt the experi¬ 
ence for visitors but much of it also 
damaged the wildlife value of the site. 

The partnership is calling on the 
public to report illegal behaviour and 
for those committing crimes to change 
their ways. 

Mr Alexander said problems were 
also happening at other WCCP sites 
“but not to the same extent”. 

“We do have camping on part of the 
Folkestone Downs and it’s the same at 
the Western Heights at Dover. 

“There is a history of people doing what 
they like, but they need to recognise this 
is a nationally-protected site - their be¬ 
haviour and attitude is not acceptable.”

New turn of events for Apprentice winner Stella, 
who’s not sour after her Alan Sugar court battle

SHE is arguably the most well-known Appren¬ 
tice winner, having dragged Lord Alan Sugar 
through the courts after claiming her £100,000 
prize job was a sham. 

Describing herself as no more than an “over¬ 
paid lackey”, Stella English filed for constructive 
dismissal, taking on the business mogul in an 
employment tribunal. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, she lost, and in the 
process saw herself branded a “money-grabber” 
by the victor. 

But the mother-of-two from Whitstable is 
putting the boardroom - and the very public 
court case - behind her and firing up her busi¬ 
ness skills once more. 

In a shift from the corporate world she is used 
to, Stella is turning her attention to a new 
events-organising venture, which will launch 
later this month with a black-tie summer ball at 
Whitstable Castle. 

“As you know, I had a recent tribunal with 
our good friend,” she said. 

“He’s suing me for his costs now, so I’m going 
back to court with him at some point. 

“He’s definitely off the Christmas-card list. 

“All that has really made it quite difficult to 
continue in the type of work I was doing. He said 
quite a lot of very negative things about me. 


“But it made me think I can just use my skills 
and do things on my own. 

“My skills are in organisation. I’ve been man¬ 
aging events as part of my job for nearly 20 
years. When I worked in the financial sector I 
arranged events all over the world.” 

Stella, who won BBC’s The Apprentice in 
2010, moved to Whitstable almost two 
years ago. 

It was a visit to the town’s castle that 
inspired her to start her own firm, 
called English Events Company. 

The first event, on Friday, August 
30, will include performances from 
classical singer Natalie Coyle (see 
Weekend section) and soul star Di¬ 
onne Bromfield. 

To stage it in the seaside town 
is a dream come true, she says. 

“I have lived in Whitstable for 
a couple of years and am a big 
fan of the area. There are lots 
of lovely venues here relatively 
under-utilised. 

“The castle is a stunning build¬ 
ing. I know it had a record- 
breaking 6,000 visitors in May, 
which is great. 

“My husband is from south 
London, but his parents had 
moved here, to Seasalter, so 


we’ve always escaped to Whitstable. I was fos¬ 
tered by my great-auntie Stella and when I lost 
her about 18 months ago it just made me think 
about what I wanted out of life. 

“It was one of those things - we used to drive 
here every week and on the way home we’d say 
‘Oh, lets move there’, and by the time we 
got back to Blackheath it was forgotten. 
“But then, when you’re faced with 
death, you start thinking about things 
and what you want, and the truth 
was I really wanted to come here.” 

Stella chose the venue because of its 
charitable background and the fact it 
I gives back to the community. 

She said: “I like the strong sense of 
community here. It’s a beautiful 
place - you have the sea, the 
countryside. I love the culture 
and the people. Whitstable 
is trendy, but it’s not snob¬ 
by or pretentious. 

“Without wanting to 
sound arrogant, when 
you get recognised it can 
be quite uncomfortable 
sometimes and there can be 
an expectation from peo¬ 
ple. I found that a lot living 
in London. 

“Most people here don’t 


say anything - we are allowed to be just the 
regular family that we are. It’s the happiest I 
have ever been.” 

Stella’s well-documented legal battle with 
Lord Sugar has not deterred her keenness for the 
business world and she even admits watching 
the latest series of The Apprentice. 

“The programme with Lord Sugar was very 
different to the job I took on - they are distinctly 
different in my mind. 

“I found it hard to watch when I was the 
reigning winner and in the months after, but I 
think the tribunal was quite cathartic and I 
really let the whole thing go. 

“I still watch it [the show] and there are parts 
I find very funny. Lord Sugar is funny on occa¬ 
sion, which is quite annoying because I’m 
laughing then slapping myself round the face. 

“But I’m not bitter. What’s happened is very 
much between him and me and nothing to do 
with anyone else. The programme is fantastic.” 

Neither does she harbour any regrets about 
going on the show in the first place. 

“I don’t ever regret anything. I went on there 
with the sole purpose to win - and I did. It was a 
great feeling. 

“It doesn’t matter what has happened after, 
really, because as far as that show is concerned, 
for someone like me - who was poorly educated, 
left school at 15 and had a difficult time -1 can 
always say ‘I won The Apprentice’.”

KENT MPs are demanding an end to widespread 
inefficiencies in the county’s rail service as long- 
suffering commuters find themselves faced with 
yet another hike in fares. 

Figures this week revealed July’s inflation rate 
as 3.1 per cent and, with train firms allowed to 
increase prices by an average of inflation plus 
1 per cent, it means Southeastern commuters 
face an average 4.1 per cent rise next January. 

Of more concern is that Southeastern can hike 
fares by as much as a further 5 per cent on 
some routes, as long as the average across the 
county stays at RPI [Retail Price Index] plus 
1 per cent. 

It could mean passengers on some lines faced 
with a massive 9.1 per cent increase. 

Last year, Sir Roy McNulty exposed British 
railways in a report as among the most expen¬ 
sive in Europe, with inefficiencies costing some 
£3.5 billion each year. 

Kent MPs have lobbied transport minister 
Stephen Hammond to try to find a solution to the 
problem. Among them was Canterbury MP 
Julian Brazier. 


“Putting railway finances on a sustainable 
footing is essential if we are to be fair to taxpay¬ 
ers and passengers and deliver the improve¬ 
ments necessary for the rail network,” he said. 

“Ministers have announced reforms to tackle 
the high underlying costs of our railways and use 
the savings to help fare-payers and taxpayers.” 

Some trade unions held protests at 50 UK 
stations this week to speak out against the year- 
on-year price hikes. 

Since 2008, fares have risen almost three 
times faster than the average income. 

Sir Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, said: “Train 
fares have risen at above-average rates on the 
Kent coastline for far too long while the service 
has not improved. 

“I note the Association of Train Operating 
Companies [ATOC] says the rises are to pay for 
‘improved services, better trains, less crowding 
and faster journey times’. Would that it were so.” 

Sir John Stanley, member for Tonbridge and 
Mailing, said the rise was “unacceptable”. 

“Both the Government and the train compa¬ 
nies are exploiting rail commuters as a captive 
market,” he said. 

He added that the rises were not justified on 
the grounds of service improvements as “the rail 


services have been deteriorating rather than im¬ 
proving”. 

The MP for Sittingbourne and Sheppey, 
Gordon Henderson, was just as dismayed. 

“The problem with the north Kent line is 
commuters paid inflation plus 3 per cent for five 
years when the rest of the country was paying 
inflation plus 1 per cent,” he said. 

“We were told that difference was because of 
the need to pay for the ‘improved’ service on the 
line, including HS1. 

“We are now being expected to pay the same 
increases as the rest of the country to fund fur¬ 
ther rail improvements. That is unfair.” 

Sevenoaks member Michael Fallon wrote to 
Southeastern chief executive Charles Horton 
this week urging him to “exercise restraint”. 

The Government says the taxpayer should not 


have to pay for the transport system, with com¬ 
muters instead shouldering the cost. 

Speaking for Southeastern, Michael Roberts, 
chief executive of ATOC, said: “Government de¬ 
termines how the average season-ticket price- 
rise is set each year. 

“Since 2004, it has been Government policy 
to allow regulated fares to rise above inflation in 
order to support investment in more trains, bet¬ 
ter stations and faster services. This is helping to 
drive passenger satisfaction to near-record levels 
while seeking to reduce taxpayers’ contribution 
towards the cost of running the railways.” 

David Sidebottom is passenger director at 
watchdog Passenger Focus. 

“The way that train companies are allowed so 
much flexibility to set fares on individual routes 
is unfair,” he said.

British soldier who kept 
promise to Kaiser and 
returned to PoW camp

WHEN Captain Robert Campbell wrote to the 
Kaiser asking for special dispensation to leave 
the prisoner-of-war camp in which he was incar¬ 
cerated to visit his dying mother in Kent, he 
knew the likely answer. 

But in what turned out to be one of the most 
extraordinary yet unsung tales of the First World 
War, the British soldier was granted leave by the 
German emperor to travel to Gravesend in 
December 1916 to be by his 
mother’s bedside - on the un¬ 
derstanding he would return. 

And despite being back on 
British soil with every chance to 
escape, Capt Campbell was true 
to his word and returned to the 
camp in Magdeburg, Germany. 

Perhaps the most extraordi¬ 
nary part, with the exception of 
the Kaiser’s act of kindness, was 
that the British Army allowed 
its soldier to return to his cap- 
tors rather than send him back 
to the Western Front. 

The tale has been told for the 
first time by Richard Van Em- 
den in his book Meeting The 
Enemy: The Human Face Of The 
Great War. 

“Many of the stories came 
from Foreign Office records - it’s remarkable,” 
said Mr Van Emden. “He was in a PoW camp and 
he spoke to a commandant there about how his 
mother was dying and it was the commandant 
who suggested writing to the Kaiser asking if he 
could have special leave. 

“It never happened again. He was the only one 
given permission based on an honour’s promise. 

“It’s interesting that not only was he allowed 
to leave but he was allowed by the British Army 
to go back.” 


In his new book, Mr Van Emden looks at a dif¬ 
ferent side to war. 

“There are a lot of books on battles, but I look 
more into the human condition of war, how 
people coped,” he said. 

“I’m trying to fuse together the Western Front 
and the Home Front. Britain had an amazing 
relationship with Germany before World War 
One. Queen Victoria had married her German 
cousin, we did good business with Germany - 
there were incredible links. 

“I wanted to look at what happens when two 
good friends meet in a war. 
Meeting The Enemy looks at 
that. 

“I learned of amazing stories, 
such as German and British 
men trading newspapers across 
No Man’s Land. 

“It’s looking at war from a dif¬ 
ferent angle.” 

The book took seven years to 
put together, with many hours 
spent poring over documents 
unearthed in the Foreign Office 
records department. 

“This kind of thing takes an 
inordinate amount of work, but 
I love it,” said Mr Van Emden. 

“The Foreign Office records 
are massively underutilised - 
many of the stories in the book 
which have never been heard 
before came from there.” 

Other stories in Meeting The Enemy include a 
British soldier walking over to the German front 
line to deliver newspapers and British women 
married to Germans becoming enemies in their 
own country. 

The book also includes the story of a high- 
ranking British PoW discussing his own troops’ 
heroism with the Kaiser.

Greater regulation needed to control 
the worrying trend of online bullying 

Hannah Smith’s suicide highlighted a disturbing problem of social-networking, reports Chris Murphy 


IT HAS become a political hot potato in the past 
week since the tragic suicide of Hannah Smith. 

But politicians and support teams in Kent 
have admitted that cyber-bullying is almost im¬ 
possible to stop. 

And those who run chat websites confess it is 
unworkable to monitor all the web traffic, with 
millions of messages posted every day. 

The problem has led Thanet North MP Sir 
Roger Gale, a member of the Parliamentary 
Assembly and the media sub-committee, to 
prepare a report looking into the matter. 

He told this newspaper: “It [the report] origi¬ 
nally related to the effect of TV violence upon 
children, but I’m now widening it to embrace 
aspects of the internet, for the Council of Europe. 

“We all know what we want to achieve, but, 
in an international medium where there are 
competing demands, getting any agreement is 
nigh impossible, as I discovered when I chal¬ 
lenged an earlier report on internet freedom. 

“As we are aware, the most recent offending 
service, which led to the desperately sad suicide 
of a teenage girl, was not controlled from the UK 
at all and unless providers are prepared to 
engage in much greater self-regulation and 
responsibility there is clearly a limit to what we 
can do domestically. 

“The most effective sanction appears to be the 
commercial one taken by potential advertisers.” 

Some organisations have pulled advertising 
contracts with websites linked to cyber-bullying. 

“Governments can do their utmost but have 
almost always lagged behind the curve of tech¬ 
nology,” said Sir Roger. 

“That should not stop us trying, but squaring 
the circle between the protection of vulnerable 
minors and freedom of speech is not easy. ” 

Sittingbourne and Sheppey MP Gordon Hend¬ 
erson told KoS the anonymous nature of online 
social networks made them difficult to police. 

“The only way of combating cyber-bullying is 
to insist anybody who posts a comment must 
first register on the site using their real name 
and address so they can be identified, in exactly 
the same way that newspapers insist corre¬ 
spondents provide their name and address, even 
if that name is withheld [from publishing].”

TEEN TARGETED BY TROLLS 


Hannah Smith, from Leicestershire, was 
found hanged two weeks after allegedly 
being bullied on a social-networking site. 

The 14-year-old’s father has called for 
tighter controls of such sites, saying his 
daughter had taken her life after being 
tormented on Ask.FM. 

Ask.FM, which has millions of visitors 
worldwide each day, allows users to post 
comments anonymously. 

The site, based in Latvia, says users 
must be at least 13 years old to join and 
requires them to provide a valid name and 
email address when they register. 

The founders claim some of the vile 
messages to Hannah were sent from the 
computer with the same LP address as 
hers, suggesting she posted some herself.

County Council. She admits the sheer scale of 
the problem is overwhelming. 

Sites like Facebook, Twitter and Ask.FM are 
visited by people from across the world. 

While there is some protection such as only 
allowing communication with those you know, 
teenagers get used to an ever-increasing way to 
communicate, leaving room for internet ‘trolls’ 
to cause upset and distress. 

Ms Avery told us: “My role is to provide advice 
and guidance, as well as training, to educational 
establishments to help them deal with any 
e-safety concerns, including cyber-bullying. 

“I provide regular training and communication 
to schools about online safety, which is now placed 
as part of schools’ safeguarding responsibility. 

“E-safety will become part of the national cur¬ 
riculum for children in Key Stage 1 to 4, so I will 
be supporting schools in ensuring this is effective. 
Kent schools can contact me for advice and I 
support them in managing issues and assisting 
children and young people as far as possible. 

“Given that most cyber-bullying occurs when 
children are not on the school site, it is often a 
case of educating children while they are in 
school and working with families to promote 
safety elsewhere.” 

PC Goff Pain, Kent Police’s safer schools 
partnership coordinator, said there had been 
an increase in problems from the use of social¬ 
networking sites. 

Thirteen Safer Schools officers work with pri¬ 
mary and secondary pupils advising and alerting 
them of the dangers that can be encountered 
with some social-networking sites. 

“Cyber-bullying, sexting, pornography and

general ease of access to the internet, coupled 
with a lack of understanding on how to set up 
filters to block content, is also a problem on which 
officers work with schools to tackle,” he said. 

Folkestone and Hythe MP Damian Collins says 
that people who make threatening statements 
need to understand they could feel the long arm 
of the law. 

He said: “The social-media-owners should co¬ 
operate with the police to identify people posting 
comments that threaten criminal activity. 

“The law applies on Twitter and Facebook, 
just as it does elsewhere, and people need to un¬ 
derstand this and see it being enforced.”

Discovery of wartime bunker could 
delay construction of new hospital 


ACCIDENT: 44-year-old was trapped inside car 

FIRE SERVICE 

Driver in 14-hour 
car-crash ordeal 

A MOTORIST has survived being trapped in his 
car, upside down in a water-filled ditch, for 14 
hours. 

It is believed the 44-year-old was returning 
from work in Ashford to Romney Marsh at about 
2am on Tuesday when the crash on the A2070 
happened. 

His red MG Z5 was not discovered until about 
4pm that same day, 14 hours later, when a 
lorry-driver spotted the back wheels of the 
upside-down vehicle. 

Fire-fighters were sent to the scene, where 
they found the man still trapped in his vehicle, in 
an air pocket towards the back of the car. 

Watch manager Alan Brown said: "The car 
was almost submerged in four feet of water 
and the fire-fighters used hydraulic cutting 
equipment to release the hatchback door so 
they could check inside." 

The driver was treated at the scene before 
being taken to hospital.

A HUGE Second World War bunker has been 
unearthed by contractors working on the long- 
awaited new Dover hospital. 

The discovery, unsurprising given the town’s 
history at the heart of Hellfire Corner during the 
war, has led to a two-month delay in the comple¬ 
tion of the project. 

Campaigners have been fighting for years for a 
hospital, claiming the town’s health services 
have been “decimated”. 

In June, plans for the facility to replace the ex¬ 
isting Buckland Hospital were given the go- 
ahead by Dover District Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee. The new hospital in Coombe Valley 
Road, which will include clinical and outpatient 
services, was expected to be ready by December 
2014, but with this latest setback it is more likely 
to be February 2015. 

Removal of the bunker required a massive 
excavation, 50m x 24m and to a depth of four 
metres, giving archaeologists the opportunity to 
examine the site. A small number of prehistoric 
struck flints was found. 

While the site was being cleared, contractors 
also found “deeply-buried” asbestos under the 
concrete foundations of the old mortuary and 
pathology buildings. 

The material has been removed from the site. 


East Kent Hospitals University NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust’s deputy director of estates and facili¬ 
ties, Finbarr Murray, said: “We knew a bunker 
existed, but the sheer size of it was a surprise. 

“It was important we followed right proce¬ 
dures and dealing with both issues correctly has 
meant a delay to our preliminary work. 

“I should also stress there is no risk to staff, 
patients or visitors arising from either issue. 

“The project team is now working to identify 
any opportunities to return the build to its origi¬ 


nal completion date of December 2014, but at 
present the completion date has been adjusted to 
the end of February 2015.” 

The hospitals trust has agreed funding of 
£21 million for the new hospital. Health chiefs 
say it will accommodate 21st-century facilities 
offering patients a ‘one-stop-shop’ approach. 

Liz Shutler, director of strategic development 
and capital planning for the trust, said: “This 
facility will provide patients with modern care, 
delivered in a purpose-built environment.”

A MOTHER raising money to give her sick 
daughter a chance of life has paid tribute to this 
newspaper for helping her reach her goal. 

Kelly Corbett, from Maidstone, needed to raise 
£4,000 to buy a special physio vest, not availa¬ 
ble on the NHS, to help keep her one-year-old 
daughter Leia, who has cystic fibrosis, alive. 

KoS highlighted the family’s plight in March, 
sparking a flood of donations. 

Combining this with money raised through 
fund-raising events, young Leia’s family have 
been able to pay for the hi-tech vest. 

“We were absolutely amazed at the amount of 
donations that came in after the story in KoS, 
along with lovely letters wishing Leia well,” said 
Mrs Corbett. 

“We would like to thank everyone who helped 
in all ways possible to raise the money for Leia’s 
physio vest.” 

Photographer Mrs Corbett, 20, who lives with 
meter-fitter husband Sam, 22, and their three- 
year-old daughter Hollie, as well as Leia, said 
they had a trial run with a vest from King’s 
College Hospital in June and it was a tremendous 
success. 

Cystic fibrosis (CF) is a life-threatening condi¬ 
tion that currently has no cure. 

“One day we hope CF will stand for cure found, 
but in the meantime it is a constant battle to keep 
Leia alive,” said Mrs Corbett. “She has already 
undergone two major operations and faces a life¬ 
time of worry. 

“The condition affects the organs, mainly the 


lungs and digestive system, by clogging them 
with thick, sticky mucus. Leia is currently on a 
lot of medication, including antibiotics, nebulis- 
ers and inhalers and has to have twice-daily 
chest physiotherapy called percussion.” 

However, the percussion treatment started to 
fail in keeping the mucus on the move, which is 
why the family needed to invest in a physio vest. 

“It won’t cure her, but it will improve her 


standard of living and help keep her alive,” said 
Mrs Corbett. “It will dramatically change her life. 

“The vest vibrates to loosen and thin mucus 
on the lungs, which will help with Leia’s breath¬ 
ing. She can also continue with pretty much 
whatever she is doing while wearing the vest.”

Mr Rambler walks readers through 
beauty and history in his new book

IF YOU love a good walk but are wondering 
where in Kent you should go, Geoff Rambler is 
the man to help. 

The keen walker has released a new book de¬ 
tailing some of the best historic walks that the 
county has to offer. 

Whether it’s following in the footsteps of the 
Larkin family in The Darling Buds Of May at 
Pluckley or the Medway megalith-builders at 
Blue Bell Hill, Rambles And Ramblings will help 
guide you in the right direction - and at the 
same time raise money for charity. 

Proceeds made through the sale of the book 
will go to the air-ambulance service. 

The diary of 11 circular walks, from Alding¬ 
ton to Wickhambreaux, also offers a potted his¬ 
tory along the way, delving into the mystery of 
why so many Roman villas were built along the 
Darenth Valley or the history of the illegal royal 
marriage at St Mary Hoo. 

The 5 9-year-old told us: “This book is impor¬ 
tant to me because it will help raise funds for a 
good cause. I have done the walks and written 
them up for my own enjoyment. As people seem 
to enjoy the factual ramblings I share on the 
walks I lead, there seemed to be an opportunity 
to produce another fund-raising book. 


“I was also encouraged to publish it because 
my previous work, Heroic Yomps, had done well 
and people often asked if another was on its way. 

“I felt a book of walks with associated trivia 
would have a broader audience, making it of 
interest to walkers, people who like local and 
natural history, and those who may no longer 
be able to get out to do the walk for themselves. 

“I like to think those responsible for tourism in 
the county will pick up on the book. 

“I sense sometimes that Kent is a stop-over for 
people travelling to and from the Continent and 
not a destination in its own right - other than 
perhaps Canterbury and Rochester. 

“Kent, though, has a very rich history and 


beautiful countryside and has provided the stage 
for many significant historical events that have 
helped shape our country.” 

Mr Rambler says that walking is also a good 
way to keep fit and help people remain alert. 

“It may help delay the onset of dementia,” he 
said. “It gives you the opportunity to think about 
things and mull over ideas. You will therefore 
find in among the trivia in my book some 
thoughts that have occurred to me on walks or 
have come up in conversations I’ve had when 
walking with others.” 

Mr Rambler says he has led more than 1,000 
miles of walks during his time as a walk leader in 
the county, raising funds for charities including

Combat Stress, The Dickens Fellowship, Macmil¬ 
lan Cancer Support and Kent Air Ambulance. 

“As I walk various paths and bridleways, I like 
to think about who may have travelled them 
before me - pilgrims, labourers, protestors, ar¬ 
mies, courting couples,” he said. 

“I decided to pull together a number of my 
walks into one book - but I wanted it to be of 
interest to more than just walkers. 

“I’ve therefore included information that I 
found out about people, places and events asso¬ 
ciated with the places the walks go through.”

‘No shortage of on-call fire-fighters’ 

County chiefs deny union claim that recruitment push is to plug gap 


FIRE chiefs at the county brigade have denied 
that a big recruitment drive for on-call fire¬ 
fighters is in response to a shortage. 

It follows claims by the Fire Brigades Union 


that the county is short of cover just as Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service launches its largest-ever 
hunt for staff with the aim of increasing its on- 
call provision at 26 stations. 


Steve Griffiths, director of service delivery, 
stressed that there was no shortage and the move 
was to ensure there are more locally-based staff. 

“We have whole-time fire-fighters who can 
move around the county as needed, so there is 
not a problem with fire cover, ” he said. 

“However, we want locally-based on-call staff 
working part-time out of their village stations at 
hours when we know their area needs them. 

“We have recruited 78 on-call fire-fighters 
across the county in the past year, but we now 
want to increase the numbers at 26 stations.” 

However, James Parrott, the Fire Brigades 
Union’s executive council member for the South 
East, insisted there were issues with on-call cover. 

On-call - or retained fire-fighters - are paid to 
be available for an agreed number of hours and 
during that time they can go about their normal 
life at home. If they are called on, however, they 
must drop everything and get to a station. 

“Each station will have 12 or 18 on-call fire¬ 
fighters they can call on - the problem is getting 
people to do certain hours of the day, such as 
working hours,” said Mr Parrott. 

“Kent seems to have a problem filling Satur¬ 
days and probably working hours, too. This is the 
issue. In Kent, one in five appliances [staffed by 
on-call staff] is regularly unavailable. 

“KFRS is saying otherwise, but reps from the 
area have told me that.” 

Mr Parrott said it became expensive filling 
these gaps with full-time fire-fighters, who would 
then be paid overtime. 


CUTS AND SAVINGS 


KFRS, like other public bodies, has faced 
tough times in recent years, with some 
£12 million of savings needed to be made 
up to 2013/14. 

And there seems to be no light at the end 
of the tunnel, with Chancellor George 
Osborne having announced likely further 
cuts to the public sector - including the fire 
service - up to 2016/17. 

Plans to close eight stations in Kent 
staffed by part-time crews were approved 
earlier this year, with two new stations 
planned in New Ash Green and Herne Bay, 
as well as three already under way for 
Ramsgate and Medway. 

He said: “We support any recruitment drive - 
we just think KFRS should be more open with 
the public and make people aware of any prob¬ 
lems.” 

KFRS insists this drive is to run the smaller 
stations by using on-call staff in those areas. 

Its campaign aims to attract people from all 
different backgrounds to “challenge the stereo¬ 
type” that only a certain type of person can be an 
on-call firefighter. 

Sean Bone-Knell, assistant director at KFRS, 
said: “Over the last couple of years we have made 
major changes to the service to meet the chal¬ 
lenges of the 21st century. 

“We are now able to recruit on-call fire¬ 
fighters to work exactly when and where we 
need them, based on local risk in individual are¬ 
as. This not only applies to time of day but also 
the time of year, for example busy periods such 
as a dry summer when there are traditionally 
more fires.”

Lottery campaign keeps faith in our churches by 
providing much-needed funds for vital repairs

A HISTORIC church dubbed ‘Little Westminster’ 
has been thrown a financial lifeline to help pay 
for repairs in a bid to preserve its future. 

It is one of a list of churches to be given a boost 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) as part of a 
£1.2 million drive to restore places of worship, a 
large number of which are falling into disrepair 
as costs escalate and donations dry up. 

The new campaign replaces the previous HLF 
repairs funding scheme and focuses on boosting 
church numbers and increasing interest in the 
historic buildings. 

For parishioners at St Mary the Virgin Church, 
in Stone near Dartford, their prayers have been 
answered in the form of a £135,800 grant. 

The Grade Il-listed church was built in the 
mid-13 th century by the masons responsible for 
work at Westminster Abbey. The similarly- 
carved design and decorative architectural de¬ 
tail has led to it being dubbed Little Westminster. 

This latest funding will pay for repairs to keep 
it water-tight, tackle localised subsidence and in¬ 
stall a heating system. 

A HLF spokesman said it would also fund leaf¬ 
lets and web content on the history of the church 
and its architecture to boost interest and hope¬ 
fully spark a boom in visitors. 

In north Kent, St Peter and Paul in Upper 


Stoke, near Rochester, is to receive a grant of 
£249,500, which will pay for repairs and assist 
in attracting people to the building. 

The Kent churches were two of 3 5 across the 
region awarded money in the first round of these 
new HLF grants. 

Dr Andy Brown, planning and conservation 
director for the South East at English Heritage, 
said there was so much more to the project than 
making the physical structures safe and sound. 


“By providing money for visitor facilities, exhi¬ 
bitions, books and tour guides, the grants are 
going to help the public enjoy and appreciate 
these buildings,” he said. “This is a vital part of 
keeping our heritage alive.” 

Stuart McLeod, head of HLF South East, add¬ 
ed: “There is a place of worship in almost every 
ward, village and town across the south-east of 
England, providing a very powerful visual con¬ 
nection with our past. 


“Not only will our awards secure the immedi¬ 
ate future of these particular buildings, it will also 
empower congregations to adapt them, where 
necessary, so they can be enjoyed more widely 
throughout the community and in turn enable 
them to be more sustainable for the future.” 

Earlier this year, a church designed by 19th- 
century Gothic architecture Augustus Pugin for 
himself and his family was one of six in Kent to 
receive a welcome boost in the form of £165,000 
from HLF’s previous repairs grant scheme. 

It moved St Augustine in Ramsgate one step 
closer to reaching the £1 million mark needed to 
pay for urgent structural repairs. 

Pugin, hailed as one of the greatest British archi¬ 
tects, designers and writers of his era and known 
for his striking designs in the Palace of Westmin¬ 
ster, lived in Ramsgate at The Grange and de¬ 
signed St Augustine as his own church. 

Two years ago, however, it faced closure, 
despite its historical importance, as funds dimi¬ 
nished due to a drop in donations as the reces¬ 
sion bit. 

Father Marcus Holden said: “The church was 
in danger of becoming derelict, of ceasing to exist. 

“It’s been an ongoing campaign - we didn’t 
want to lose our church. 

“Since the campaign started, our mass num¬ 
bers have doubled - we have people coming here 
just to learn about the history. 

“The HLF grant is a massive help.”

Ellen answered the call 
during Canterbury blitz

HELLFIRE Corner and the Battle of Britain are 
never far from people’s minds when asked to 
describe wartime Kent. 

Winston Churchill’s secret bunker, buried 
deep in the White Cliffs of Dover, is another 
reminder of the critical role that this county 
played between 1939 and 1945. 

Indeed, much of Kent was on red alert during 
the Second World War as Nazi planes looked for 
targets to destroy. 

Canterbury, with its many historic buildings 
and precious cathedral, was a city whose resi¬ 
dents felt particularly vulnerable. 

The story of the bombing blitz on Canterbury 
is not as well documented as those of some 
other cities, but 94-year-old resident Ellen Greer 
remembers it well. 

Mrs Greer was working in the Queen Elizabeth 
guest chamber in Canterbury high street as a 
bakery chef when war was declared in 1939. 

“The officers of the Buffs Regiment comman¬ 
deered the premises and I was asked if I would 
continue working there and cook for them, 
which I did for a while, until I joined the fire serv¬ 
ice,” she wrote in an account for this newspaper. 

At that time the fire-service office was based in 
what is now the Barretts showroom by the 
Westgate Towers, and Mrs Greer was stationed 
between there and the main office on Best Lane 
holding the double title of catering officer and 
telephonist. 

Having manned the post through several air¬ 
raids in the Canterbury area, Mrs Greer was 
on hand when a coded message was received 
warning of a possible attack on the cathedral 
city in June 1942. 

“Three hundred firemen were deployed from 
London. My duties were to direct each crew as 
they arrived to the fires created by the dropping 
of 3,600 fire and 130 high-explosive bombs. 
Canterbury was a terrifying, blazing inferno - 
the sounds of sirens and bombs were deafening.” 

Several important buildings were destroyed, 
including the Corn Exchange, St Mary Bredin’s 
Church, Simon Langton School and the cathed¬ 
ral library, but miraculously the cathedral itself 
remained standing. 

“The London crews remained in Canterbury 
for three days,” she wrote. “It proved a demand¬ 
ing task to provide an adequate amount of food

for the numbers. I had to search restaurants, 
hotels and the food office because of the ration¬ 
ing and difficulties in the supply chain.” 

Mrs Greer married her husband Tony Terry in 
1941 and went on to have two children, Michael 
and Tina. But it was on December 30,1942, that 
the fire-service operative was surprised by 
another message from London. 

“I received a letter informing me the King was 
‘graciously pleased’ to award me the British 
Empire Medal for my valuable work when the 
enemy bombarded Canterbury; for carrying on 
alone for hours in the control room and efficient¬ 
ly dealing with the situation. 

“It was also for making myself responsible for 
feeding and taking on the welfare of station 
personnel.” 

Mrs Greer went on to receive her medal from 
King George VI at Buckingham Palace on May 
18, 1943. 

“My first child was born on July 10,1943, and 
had I revealed I was pregnant I would not have 
been able to attend the palace as the rules at the 
time would not have allowed me to do so. ”

Save our children’s centres 


Lib Dem Jasper Gerard urges you to take part in a consultation that 
could determine the future for Kent’s most vulnerable youngsters 


“IS your mum or dad home?” It 
is a question I’ve been asking a 
lot since setting myself the chal¬ 
lenge of knocking on every door 
in Maidstone and The Weald. 

Usually the child will shout 
to a parent, but most days I 
come across a youngster left 
home alone. 

How shocking, then, that 
Conservative-run Kent County 
Council is to close 23 children’s 
centres. 

And this despite a legal obli¬ 
gation to keep them open un¬ 
less there is an overwhelming 
case for closure. 

Painful cuts must be made; 
budgetary pressures are in¬ 
tense and some centres were 
too big or poorly located. But 
there are alternatives, such as 
sharing sites with charities and 
exploring ways of generating 
income. 

If you judge a society by how 
it cares for its children, Kent 
hardly shines. 


It has all but axed the depart¬ 
ment monitoring vulnerable 
children, so now those in care 
or foster homes are left to the 
mercy of those looking after 
them. Most are nurtured by the 
kindest carers. A minority, 
however, are not. 

My frustration? That County 
Hall is hurtling in the opposite 
direction of national policy. 

Along with reviving the 
economy and helping create a 
million jobs, the biggest contri¬ 
bution the Liberal Democrats 
have made in government is 
improving life chances for 
children, especially those born 
in the unnoticed nooks of our 
meanest streets. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg has massively extended 
child care, giving it to three- 
and four-year-olds and now to 
all disadvantaged two-year-olds. 

He has given working fami¬ 
lies up to £1,200 a year to¬ 
wards looking after children. 


This is on top of the Pupil Pre¬ 
mium, where every child on free 
lunches receives £1,300 a year 
extra towards their education. 

Nobody claims this alone 
solves our deep social prob¬ 
lems. We have a million people 
who are third-generation un¬ 
employed. Sometimes the chal¬ 
lenge seems overwhelming. 

A friend who assesses vul¬ 
nerable children in a tough 
London borough describes en¬ 
tering flats where both parents 
are intravenous drug-users, 
where floors are littered with 
faeces, and where there is no 
food in the fridge - unless you 
count a bottle of vodka. 

And that, she says, is classed 
as a ‘coping household’, as 
long as the child is not being 
physically or sexually abused. 

If councils took every child 
into care that lived in condi¬ 
tions that you or I might 
consider less than ideal, the 
Government would have to 
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pepper the country with new 
children’s homes. 

This is the abyss from which 
we must climb. And this is the 
backdrop to Kent Conserva¬ 
tives taking more money from 
needy children. Children’s cen¬ 
tres can be a survival line. 

I have asked repeatedly “So 
what is your new strategy for 
helping vulnerable children?”... 
only to be met by silence. 

But how surprised should we 
be? The day it was announced 
that the axe was to fall on chil¬ 
dren’s centres I met a plummy 
Conservative county councillor 
who boomed: “I don’t believe in 
social mobility. I’m very happy 
with where I am in life.” 

We have one last chance to 
save children’s centres.

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Fracking uses 
up our water 

There are several reasons to 
reject fracking as a ‘green’ way 
of obtaining energy, but one of 
the most cogent is the vast 
quantities of fresh water 
required. Sea water is no use. 

Setting up each well 
reportedly requires two million 
gallons, and six wells are 
normally established per 
square mile. If, for example, 
the whole of mid-Sussex 
(including Balcombe), an area 
of 129 square miles, were 
fracked and the water drawn 
from the largest reservoir in 
the South East, Bewl Water 
(capacity 31,000 megalitres), 
the process would consume 
some 22.5 per cent - almost a 
quarter - of that. 

The water supply in 
south- east England is already 


precarious. Fracking would 
quite clearly place an 
impossible demand on it.

Train services 
take too long 

In reference to the article 
about Southeastern promising 
3,500 new seats and 
Passenger Focus quite rightly 
questioning where these seats 
will come from (KoS, 04/08), 

I wonder if and how 
Southeastern will answer. 

The article mentions 
upgrades in the London area 
but nothing about Kent, where 
these problems still exist. 

Southeastern’s policy on 
overcrowding has been to put 
trains into stations commuters 
do not really want to go to and 
slowing trains to make others 
seem fast. 

The most important aspect 
of the timing for commuters is 
not necessarily the speed of the 
train but how long it takes for 
passengers to travel from their 
home to their destination. 

This has been ignored in a 
futile attempt to try to force 
people to use the far-north 
London station of St Pancras, 
where there are trains running 
almost empty even in the rush 
hour. 

It is known that the quickest 
way to travel from, say, 
Sittingbourne to Westminster 
is, or should be, via Victoria 
and not via St Pancras. The 
service to Victoria could easily 
be reduced to take 45 minutes 
and not 7 5 minutes as now. 

The main advantage in 
reducing the time a train takes 
to travel from A to B is that the 
train can cover more journeys 
in a day, thus creating the 
appearance of having more 
stock than the company has. 

Far better investments 
would be to quadruple the 
track from Shortlands to Herne 
Hill, as planned in the 1860s, 
make more use of other 
London stations like 
Blackfriars and Kensington 
Olympia, increase the capacity 
of Cannon Street to have 12 
platforms and allow access 
from platforms one to six at 
London Bridge.

B Y DAY she makes tea and 
coffee, but at the weekend 
Natalie Coyle has 90,000 
fans on their feet singing 
the national anthem. 

The weekend before her 
appearance at Whitstable Castle later 
this month, the soprano will be singing 
at Wembley Stadium for the third time. 

Despite her new-found fame, the 
2 5-year-old is keeping up her day job as 
a personal assistant at an office while 
she progresses her music career. 

A UK-wide tour with classical group 
and Brit Award-winners Blake was 
followed by two performances at 
Wembley, where she sang the national 
anthem at the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy football final between Southend 
United and Crewe in April and then the 
Championship play-off final between 
Crystal Palace and Watford in May. 

Coyle, who grew up in Scotland before 
moving to Surrey as a child, was called in 
at the 11th hour for her first Wembley 
appearance after fans were in uproar 
about the presenters of Sky’s Soccer AM 
programme originally being named as 
the singers of the national anthem. 

Coyle’s latest trip to the national 
stadium, before she comes to Kent on 
Friday, August 30, will be for rugby 
league’s Tetley’s Challenge Cup final, 
where she will lead the singing of Abide 
With Me and God Save The Queen. 

“I like watching sports, but I’m offi¬ 
cially the worst sports person in the 
world,” she said. 

‘The day after my first 
Wembley performance 


“I was picked last for everything at 
school, so it’s quite funny that I’m per¬ 
forming at Wembley Stadium. 

“It’s good because you get to watch 
the match afterwards. You arrive four 
hours before you perform and there are 
only about 20 people wandering around. 

“I cannot imagine what it’s like for 
the players. I try to zone out and pre¬ 
pare for what I’m about to do. 

“It’s a really weird experience, but I 
enjoy the atmosphere. 

“I went to Wembley before I per¬ 
formed there and sat in the very back of 
the stadium. When I performed [the 
first time] I was lucky I could see my 
vocal coach. The whole time I just 
thought ‘It’s only a couple of minutes, 
you’ve sung this loads of times before’.” 

But Coyle’s daily routine brings her 
back down to earth after those big per¬ 
formances with a day job as a personal 
assistant at an office in Knightsbridge, 
London. 

“The day after my first performance at 
Wembley I was back in the office making

Coyle’s own story of her journey into 
the music industry is another that adds 
weight to the idea. 

“I wanted to be a doctor, but I had bad 
dyslexia that hampered my chances,” 
she said. “I had a passion for singing, but 
I never thought it would happen - mil¬ 
lions of girls dream of being a singer.” 

She made that dream come true, 
though, by having singing lessons as a 
teenager before graduating from Shef¬ 
field University with a degree in music. 

Her career was given a boost with an 
offer to train with Steven Maughan at 
Amsterdam Opera House, and later 
with Jesus Leon in London. 

“I started singing when I was nine. I 
was in the garden and the neighbour 
came out and said I should have les¬ 
sons,” she said. 

“Neither of my parents are musical. 
Both came from humble backgrounds - 
there was no money to have lessons or 
anything. I took up playing the piano 
and violin, and just started listening to 
more and more music. 

“Some people assume it is elitist, but 
it’s not. When I was younger I used to 
help my mum pay for lessons by work¬ 
ing in an old people’s home.” 

Finding her voice was just the first 
challenge for Coyle as performing in 
front of a crowd became an issue. 

“I started doing gigs and was really 
bad with stage fright. It would make me 
physically ill,” she said. 

“I forced myself to organise charity 
concerts so there was no way I could 
pull out. That got me over stage fright.”

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Author explains how two Kent 
places made it to the crap list

HOW would you feel if your town was 
labelled one of the crappest in the country? 
Well, two places in Kent have been placed 
on that most undesirable of lists. 

Medway (all right, that’s several towns) 
and Sheerness both fit the bill when it 
comes to crap towns, at least according to 
those voting for the country’s worst places 
in which to live. 

Ten years on from the original Crap 
Towns: 50 Worst Places To Live In The 
UK, author Sam Jordison has included the 
two Kent locations on the short-list for his 
third book in the series, Crap Towns 
Return, due for release in October. 

The list of 100 covers a broad spectrum 
from Gateshead to Glastonbury and Stoke 
to Stratford-upon-Avon. 

Stratford-upon-Avon, you ask? On the 
face of it, Shakespeare’s birthplace might 
not be so crap, but imagine if you lived 
there - you would be faced with a legacy 
that brings with it thousands of arty litera¬ 
ture tourists a year. It’s easy to understand 
how that would be tiresome. 

Likewise, Glastonbury will forever be 
associated with Matt Eavis’s music festival, 
which no doubt brings with it a similar 
annoyance for residents. 

However, there are no such excuses for 
others on the list, with Slough not needing 
any introduction given its business-park 
reputation, while there are dozens more 
that are just drab, soulless and grey places 
in which to live. 

Jordison, who writes for The Guardian, 
was inspired to write the original book 
because of his feelings about his home 
town in Lancashire. 

“I grew up in Morecambe, which was a 
terrible mess, especially 10 years ago,” he 
told this newspaper. “It was a really beau¬ 
tiful place, but they have made some terri¬ 
ble planning decisions when it could be a 
really lovely place. 


“It’s about the self-deprecating British 
humour as well. You can laugh at things 
like this. Hopefully, by laughing about it 
we can make a few changes, too.” 

The decision to do the follow-up book 
came with a bit of help from Take That. 

“There was an article about the first 
book on the Independent website and 
someone had linked it to somewhere that 
had it in the most-read stories on their 
website,” he said. 

“Gary Barlow then saw it and tweeted 
about it and so I thought it might be that 
the time has come again for crap towns.” 

Jordison put Kent’s two contributions 
on the list after overwhelming demand 
from the public. He feels that Bluewater 
shopping centre has a lot to answer for. 

“I have been to Chatham and I wasn’t 
overwhelmed. Bluewater is nearby and is a 
great ugly thing that must really drain the 
life out of the towns around it. It’s a big 
parasite sucking the life out of them. 

“People have talked about Bluewater 
and the effect it has had on Medway. I get 


the impression it’s in limbo. It’s not exactly 
cut off from London, but it is in a funny sort 
of way. 

“I’ve not been to Sheerness, but from 
what people tell me it’s quite a depressing 
place. It just seems really strange. Lots of 
caravans, factories and warehouses.” 

One of the features in the latest book is a 
list of the 10 most-improved crap towns. 

“Perceptions have changed and so have 
quite a few towns. Some have got better in 
the last 10 years. We are publishing a list 
of those, which my mum is pleased about. 
She said she wants to see me being positive. 

“There are no criteria for towns being in 
the book - it’s all for different reasons. It’s 
almost a back-handed compliment. Local 
politicians had always regaled against it. 
When I actually spoke to people, I was 
given an honest response - they’re not 
lying about those places.” 

Crap Towns Return is co-written by Sam 
Jordison and Dan Kieran. It is due for re¬ 
lease on Thursday, October 10, and pub¬ 
lished by Ouercus, priced at £10.

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Keepers make most of 
wildcat kitten cuddles

A CONSERVATION trust near 
Herne Bay is playing a vital role 
in helping preserve one of 
Britain’s rarest mammals - the 
wildcat. 

Last month Wildwood Trust 
had a new arrival in the form of 
a female wildcat kitten, which 
is now being hand-reared after 
difficulties with its mother. 

It is one of just a handful of 
captive wildcats in the country, 
while there are thought to be 
fewer than 400 in the wild. 

The kitten’s mother, Carna, 
was born at Wildwood five 
years ago, while her father RJ is 
on a breeding loan from the 
British Wildlife Centre. 

Wildwood’s keeper team has 
mounted a 24-hour nursing 
watch, hand-feeding the kitten 
and tending to its every need. 

Keeper Sally Barns said: “It’s 
such a privilege to protect this 
precious wildcat kitten - to 
nurse such an amazing animal 
and have the honour to protect 
such a rare creature is the high 
point of my career. 

“The team are working 
around the clock to ensure its 
survival and we are so proud 
she is in excellent health.

“Wildcats are amazing ani¬ 
mals and it’s not like a domes¬ 
tic cat - as a wild animal they 
have to grow up fast and our 
kitten has already got four 
teeth that can give quite a nip. 
Her claws are well formed and 
she is already proving quite a 
handful. 

“Although adorable, wildcat 
kittens can never be tamed and 
once weaned we will return 
her to the more natural sur¬ 
roundings of her enclosure, 
never to be cuddled again.” 

The trust’s chief executive 


Peter Smith feels there needs to 
be an attitude change to help 
protect wildcats. 

“If we are to rescue them in 
the wild we must make a radi¬ 
cal shift in land use in our 
wilderness and upland areas,” 
he said. “Overgrazing by sheep 
and deer are the real cause of 
the loss of the Caledonian for¬ 
est - that is the main reason 
behind the wildcats’ demise. 

“A radical shift in abandon¬ 
ing subsidies to agriculture, 
shifting taxation on to land 
values and a change to land- 
ownership laws are desperate¬ 
ly needed if we are to protect 
these animals. 

“One of the best things we 
can do to protect wildcats is to 
reintroduce lynx back to the 
UK. They will disperse the un¬ 
naturally high concentrations 
of deer held by shooting estates 
in Scotland and allow the nat¬ 
ural regeneration of the Cale¬ 
donian forest.” 

Visitors to Wildwood can see 
the kitten’s parents, Carna and 
RJ, but will have to wait a little 
longer for the newborn to be 
weaned before she goes on 
show to the public.

IF you’re looking for an alternative 
way to get Fit and see the wonders of 
the Kent countryside, then the Deal 
Walking Festival could be for you. 

Now in its Fifth year, the festival 
offers 2 3 walks ranging from two to 
18 miles around the area and led by 
experienced and expert guides. 

The festival, which runs from 
Thursday to Wednesday, August 22- 
28, includes health walks, historical 
and special-interest walks including 
one on which you can learn about 
the smugglers of Deal, a disabled- 
friendly adventure, a family treasure 
trail and one focusing on wildlife.

Ali manages expectations while 
Minster sets the tandoori pace 


A LI AZMAL could be just another 
Indian waiter in another Indian 
restaurant, but his is a tale that is 
worth hearing, not only because it 
paints the picture of the man be¬ 
hind one of the most recognisable 
smiles on the Thanet culinary circuit but be¬ 
cause it helps explains the extraordinary success 
of the Minster Tandoori. 

Ali’s cheeky grin and keen banter will be 
familiar to many across the isle as this is a man 
who has learnt his trade in a number of east 
Kent’s finest Indian establishments. 

Together with Minster, it was at The Simla 
Brasserie in Cliftonville and The Laagan Restau¬ 
rant in Ash that he honed his waiting skills to 
such effect that he took on the role of manager at 
the Laagan in 2006 before the Minster position 
proved an irresistible draw. 

He is now manager of a restaurant that pulls 
in a rich range of people from way outside the 
environs of the village. 

It’s all a long way from Bangladesh, where he 
was born before moving with the family to east 
London in the early 1980s. 

Family ties brought Ali, pictured, to M i n ster in 
19 9 3, so to finally pitch up 16 years later as the 
main man at the restaurant where it all began is 
especially satisfying.

“After 20 years, I’m managing the Minster 
Tandoori restaurant - this was my dream from 
the start,” Ali told me while serving the pappa- 
dums with exquisite chutneys that got my meal 
under way. 

“You can only go up so high, but this is where 
I learnt the trade. Some leave the industry, or 
stay as waiters, but I always had the desire for 
this. It’s come full circle.” 

Indeed so, but is there a secret to the success of 
a restaurant that continues to set the tandoori 
pace in this part of the world? 


“It’s commitment and ambition,” Ali told me. 
“A restaurant is all about putting the customers 
first -1 make them feel special and learn the little 
quirks they have in regard to their food. I never 
forget a face.” 

Fine words, for sure, but are they still matched 
by the food that has won the Minster Tandoori 
such a rich reputation? 

Resoundingly, the answer is yes. 

Taking a drier deviation from my usual Indian 
route, on this visit I started with reshmi kebab 
(mince patty with omelette) before revelling in 
the heavenly main of sizzling tandoori king 
prawns with special fried rice. Sag aloo (potatoes 
and spinach) and a keema (mince) nan bread 
completed the spread. 

The meal was brilliant in every sense -1 have 
discovered one of the perfect combinations to 
bring out the very best of a tandoori meal. 

And ‘best’ is a word that is never very far away 
from the Minster Tandoori. Happily, it has strong 
rivals to the local crown - a sure sign of Thanet’s 
increasingly strong dining offering - but this is 
still a place that is setting the pace. Just ask Ali!

Big push for county 
to take the lead in 
wind-farm industry

PLANS that would see wind-turbine production 
concentrated in the county have been backed by 
inward-investment agency Locate in Kent. 

The Government’s Offshore Wind Industry 
Strategy has been welcomed as it points to an 
opportunity for the county to take a position at 
the forefront of the green-energy sector. 

Kent is already one of six national Centres for 
Offshore Renewable Engineering (COREs) - a 
Government scheme designed to support busi¬ 
ness growth from foreign direct investment (FDI) 
for the offshore wind sector. 

The county also received international cover¬ 
age last month when Prime Minister David 
Cameron travelled to Margate to open London 
Array, the world’s largest offshore wind farm, 12 
miles off the coast of Thanet. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Kent is well positioned to support 
and play a leading role in the continuing devel¬ 
opment of the offshore wind industry. 

“Ramsgate played a significant role as the 
construction base for London Array and contin¬ 
ues as home of the operations centre for what is 
a multi-national organisation that has already 
been the source of significant FDI for the county. 

“Vattenfall also has an O&M base at Ramsgate 
port to look after the Thanet Offshore Wind Farm 
and a specialist offshore wind-energy recruit¬ 
ment agency has a presence in the town, finding 
work from apprentices to skilled engineers.” 

In the north of the county, planning permis-

sion was granted for a 70-hectare site hosting a 
turbine manufacture and assembly plant at the 
Port of Sheerness, with the potential to create up 
to 2,000 new jobs, but developer Vestas pulled 
out of the scheme. 

Mr Wookey said: “The potential for the coun¬ 
ty’s manufacturers to contribute to the supply 
chain is being strengthened by current project 
work to increase understanding and awareness 
of business capability in Kent. 

“In addition, the new GROW funding, coupled 
with the existing Expansion East Kent and 
TIGER RGF funds, can only serve to strengthen 
Kent’s position and gives us a powerful offering 
for companies from outside the county looking 
to invest in the offshore wind sector.” 

The Government report indicates strong sup¬ 
port for the offshore wind industry to be based in 
the UK. It has said it is key to “significantly 
increase levels of inward investment to the UK 
offshore wind supply chain”. 


Commenting on the strategy, Michael Fallon, 
business and energy minister and Sevenoaks 
MP, said: “Step by step we are working with in¬ 
dustry to maximise the potential of this impor¬ 
tant industry. We are determined to make sure 
more of the contracts, jobs and economic benefit 
come to our shores and that we export more to 
overseas markets.” 

The director of business development at 
Locate in Kent, Peter Symons, welcomed the re¬ 
port. He said: “The publication of the Offshore 
Wind Industrial Strategy is another important 
and positive step in progressing the establish¬ 
ment of an offshore wind industry in the UK. 

“Locate in Kent continues to promote the Kent 
CORE and the local benefits available to any 
company from the industry seeking to invest in 
Kent and Medway. ” 

The Kent CORE incorporates the established 
operations and maintenance centres at Rams¬ 
gate and Whitstable, as well as 303 hectares in 
Medway, which includes two deepwater ports at 
Sheerness and London Thamesport.

shortened lead times while provid¬ 


ing additional time to concentrate 
on expanding the business and 
focus on marketing activities. 

“MAS also introduced me to 
UKTI, which has enabled me to 
begin early discussions regarding 
the process of taking my products 
abroad.” 

Advisers at MAS are able to 
offer their extensive experience of 
both hands-on shop-floor working 
and management skills to help 
manufacturers ensure that their 
business is run in the most efficient 
way possible. 

Lesley Bassett, founder of Icing- 
house, has taken one of her cake¬

Service veteran skills 
used in jobs scheme 

A NEW social enterprise aimed at former service 
men and women will help bring empty homes 
back into use and help vulnerable tenants with 
household maintenance. 

Maidstone’s local armed-forces community 
covenant steering group has won £31,000 
towards the Heroes At Hand skills and 
employment scheme aimed at bringing former 
service personnel back into work. 

The project employs veterans to carry out 
refurbishment and maintenance work in the 
borough. 

Maidstone council leader Chris Garland said: 
“This pilot model will, where possible, bring 
empty properties back into use and ensure there 
is increased suitable accommodation for 
vulnerable veterans as well as create more 
opportunities for employment and community 
support for those who have served their country 
and are trying hard to build a new life after 
service. 

“With many soldiers facing redundancy, 
some are looking for jobs now, and others in the 
next 12 to 24 months - these projects will 
support existing service personnel and their 
families and those leaving or being made 
redundant from the services.” 


Old flats replaced by 
affordable housing 

A BLOCK of 44 flats in Rusthall near Tunbridge 
Wells has been demolished to make way for a 
£5 million scheme that will bring affordable 
housing to the area. 

The 19 70s flats at Cranwell Road didn’t meet 
modern standards for heating and insulation 
and were hard to let. They will be replaced by 
40 modern homes, 11 of which will be for 
shared ownership. 

The new homes will be energy-efficient and 
each house will have its own front and back 
gardens and off-road parking. 


Plastics firm to manufacture its own 
workers with apprenticeship scheme 


A COMPANY that specialises in 
moulding and machining for 
aerospace and defence 
projects is increasing its 
workforce by 10 per cent 
through recruiting apprentices. 

MEP Ltd, which recently 
moved into a new 12,500 sq ft 
factory on the Forstal Estate in 
Aylesford, is to boost its 
workforce of 60 with six 
home-grown recruits. 

The company has worked 
with skills body Semta to take 
on the apprentices - four of 
whom have just started, with a 
fifth to begin in August when 
he finishes school. 

It is also in the process of 
recruiting a graduate to join the 
quality-assurance team and 
has committed to recruiting at 
least one apprentice a year 
from now on. 

The company, which was 
started by Terry Hart in his 
garage in 1972, has grown its 
turnover to £3 million per year

and Terry's son Phil is now the 
managing director. 

He said: "I realised if I didn't 
start an apprenticeship 
programme I would have 
no one else to blame. We were 
struggling to find the skills we 
needed, so I decided we had to 
grow our own if we were to 
fuel growth in the business." 

Semta organised an open 
day at the factory, putting 17 
candidates through a range of 
aptitude tests, and will provide 
support.

NISSAN’S original Note was something of a 
game-changer when it arrived in 2006. 

As such, it was the first of several new Nissans 
to straddle various motor-market sectors, the 
later Qashqai being even more notable for this. 

The Note’s versatility revolved around its 
ability to be a small MPV such as the Vauxhall 
Meriva but also function much like a family 
hatchback or estate with the bonus of a highly 
practical shape. Clever touches like a double¬ 
sided and adjustable boot floor added to its 
appeal for hard-pressed families. 

However, such brilliant functionality made 
it hard to be a looker, a point clearly noted for 
the second-generation car, due in showrooms 
for October. 

Again, Nissan stylists have avoided being 
drawn into the high-riding compact MPV look - 
if you want the high driving position, then check 
out the marque’s Qashqai and Juke crossovers - 
but they have created a sleeker-looking wrap for 
the Note’s practical packaging. 

Nissan says the car is a complete redesign 
of the original, aimed especially at British and 
European markets. And its UK appeal will be 
boosted by aggressive pricing from £11,900 and 
from being built at Nissan’s highly successful 
Sunderland plant - one of the most productive in 
the Japanese marque’s empire. 

The Note alone has created 2,000 new jobs 
there and within the UK supplier network. 

Nissan is also making much of the car’s Safety 
Shield technologies: three systems linked to a 
rear camera with its own ‘wash and blow dry’ 
facility to keep the lens clean. 

This is a reasonably-priced £400 option on 
higher-spec models and delivers Blind Spot 
Warning and Lane Departure Warning - the 
latter activated if the car is drifting out of posi¬ 
tion without indicating, as in a ‘sleepy driver’ 
situation - plus Moving Object Detection, alert¬ 
ing the reversing driver if, for instance, a child 
has wandered unseen into a dangerous situation. 

Three engines are available from launch and 
all fitted with fuel-and-emissions-saving stop/ 
start systems as standard: a 79bhp 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder petrol, a 97bhp 1.2-litre DIG-S 
supercharged petrol - the engine that put some 
pep into Nissan’s Micra supermini - and the 
89bhp 1.5-litre dCi turbodiesel. 

A CVT (continuously variable transmission) 
auto box is available on the DIG-S engine. 

Entry-level Visia spec comes with front electric 
windows, remote central locking and cruise- 
control, but you will need to trade up to Acenta 
trim (from £13,250) to get alloys, air-con, Blue¬ 
tooth and a sliding rear seat bench, while the 
flagship Tekna line-up (from £15,950) brings 
part-leather seats and a leather steering wheel 
plus the Safety Shield package as standard. 

For those who want more of a driver’s car, the 
supercharged DIG-S versions at all levels come 
with their own suspension and steering set-up, 
along with 16-inch alloys.

Renault to ‘Captur’ new sales

IT might look ordinary against the stunning 
SUV-style Captur coupe concept that Renault 
bandied about in 2011, but the production 
Captur still ‘captures’ the eye. 

Along with the latest Clio, it also restores 
lustre to the self-styled Creator of Automobiles’ 
reputation for design flair after duds like the 
third-generation Laguna family model and 
Modus mini-MPV, both no longer sold in the UK. 

Their departure was part of an ignominious 
range-pruning last year for the French marque, 
which seemed to take its eye of the ball while 
pushing its new electric vehicles, also with ques¬ 
tionable success, although the more affordable 
Zoe supermini could be a big success for the brand. 

But the Captur is a return to form for its 
conventionally-powered cars and should sell well 
despite fierce competition in the burgeoning 
compact SUV/crossover sector, where it arrived 
this year at the same time as Peugeot’s rival 2008, 
which it upstages in the looks department. 

It’s curious that two such cars should arrive 
simultaneously from French marques, when the 
SUV look seemed to have passed France by. 

Still, the French have the taste for it now and 
the Captur doesn’t disappoint, with its ultra¬ 
modern nose and jacked-up appearance, en¬ 
hanced by exaggerated side sills that Renault 
designers have also used well on the latest Clio. 

Renault hopes it will become its number-two 
best-seller behind the Clio and calls the car an 
‘urban crossover’, making sister brand Nissan’s 
pug-ugly Juke a key rival. 

Part of Renault’s confidence surely comes not 
only from its good looks but also from being the 
first car of its type that justifiably encourages 
owners to customise it. 

With the Captur’s contrasting roof option, 
there are 24 colour combinations including 
really vibrant colours that can also be teamed 
with equally eye-catching interiors - buyers of

all ages can fall for this car. Family buyers will 
particularly like a £100 optional feature: seat 
covers that can be unzipped and washed or even 
replaced by or swapped with another set. 

Despite wide-set looks and above-average 
ground clearance, the Captur is also a compact 
car - it is based on and has a footprint only 
slightly larger than the new Clio. 

The ability to pilot it around car parks easily is 
then enhanced by light steering and a loftier 
driving position from within an airy cabin 
featuring clever storage options. 

Sliding rear seats also allow boot space/rear 
legroom to be balanced according to need - a 
more practical demonstration of the car’s ‘Live 
the life you want to live’ sales pitch. 

The boot itself, while not massive with the rear 
seat pushed back fully, does have a double-sided 
false floor - one side carpeted, and the other wipe- 


clean for muddy boots and other wet-weather 
stowage - and conceals further space below. 

Out on the road the Captur has a typically 
French ability to glide comfortably, except for 
occasional crashes on an equally typical British 
rural lane ravaged by winter. 

Surprisingly, though, for a higher-riding and 
softly-sprung vehicle, the Captur does not lean 
extravagantly on the bends - no doubt helped by 
the weight-saving techniques used for the car. 

Three engines are offered: two turbocharged 
petrol units of 89 and 119bhp and the 89bhp 
1.5-litre turbodiesel tested here. All have suffi¬ 
cient clout for the deceptively light Captur and 
feature stop-start plus switchable eco-mode fuel- 
and-emissions-saving technology. The diesel 
has even better eco credentials: C02 emissions of 
just 95g/km exempt it from road tax, while its 
official combined mpg is an impressive 76.4.

Shakey dedicates milestone to team-manager Paul Bird as he continues fantastic form in BSB 


Byrne bags his 
half-century as 
attention turns 
to Showdown

SHANE ‘Shakey’ Byrne is in no mood to sit back 
and relax after reaching the milestone of 50 race 
wins. 

The three-time champion has been in imperi¬ 
ous form this season, comfortably leading the 
standings from day one. 

Last weekend at Oulton Park was the first time 
he felt he had been properly beaten all season, 
having previously lost out through his own 
mistakes. 

However, those occasions have been few, with 
the Sittingbourne ace notching up nine race 
wins so far, equalling his tally from the title¬ 
winning season last year with 11 races in five 
rounds still to go. 

He could have even surpassed the half-century 
mark as he finished second in two races by just a 
fraction of a second. 

Those two podiums, and a first last weekend, 
also ensured he was the first rider this season to 
secure his place at the end-of-season 
Showdown, where the top six riders 
in the standings battle it out over the 
final three rounds for the title. 

“The 50 race wins was one I ^ 
was hopeful of achieving 
this year. It was a little 
target of mine. It’s a 
shame I didn’t do it at 
Brands Hatch - I could 
have done but I fell off 
in the last race,” he 
said. 

“There are 11 
races - now that 
I have achieved 
that 50 mark we 


need to keep our heads down and improve. The 
first thing I told my crew this year was that we 
had to get double figures for race wins. No one is 
going to beat Leon Camier’s record of 19 race 
wins. To be fair, there was nobody there for him 
to beat that year - he just won everything. 

“I look at those two defeats quite positively. I 
have just completed the seventh round and in 
my own head that’s the first time I’ve been beat¬ 
en all year. 

“Don’t get me wrong, I’m not happy to get 
beaten. It’s not what I go out racing for. I 
obviously want to win as many as possible, but I 
understand I cannot win every single race.” 

He also paid tribute to team-manager Paul 
Bird: “It is really important for me to dedicate 
that 50th win to Paul Bird as he has been a big 
part of most of those wins.” 

The 36-year-old is 29 points ahead of Austral¬ 
ian Josh Brookes and 180 points ahead of James 
Westmoreland, who is a place outside the top six 
qualifers for the Showdown, in seventh. How¬ 
ever, Byrne and his Rapid Solicitors Kawasaki 
team will not be com¬ 
placent despite his 
early qualification 
for the Show¬ 
down. Instead it 
gives them more 
time to get things 
right for the all- 
important final 
three rounds at 
Assen in Holland, 
Silverstone and Brands 
Hatch. 

“It was something that 
was really important to do. 
We now know we are in 
with a chance,” he said.

“There are going to be five other guys in with 
a chance of winning the title. I just need to keep 
chipping away at it. We don’t need to be desper¬ 
ate to get podium points. 

“The plan is you always start with a package 
- you know you need to build up the points, the 
podium credits and get to the Showdown. But 
you have got to have a reliable package. 


“It’s all the little bits and pieces that make the 
difference. You refine everything and stretch 
everything to just before the limit and make sure 
you don’t go over that limit.” 

■ Byrne will next be in action when the 
championship resumes at Lincolnshire 
circuit Cadwell Park on the bank-holiday 
weekend from August 24-26.

DENIAL: Darren Stevens is ‘totally against any corruption’ and refutes the ICC charge against him

KENT all-rounder Darren Stevens could face a 
career-ending ban if he is found guilty of failing 
to report a corrupt approach while playing in the 
Bangladesh Premier League. 

The 3 7-year-old was this week charged by the 
International Cricket Council’s (ICC) Anti- 
Corruption and Security Unit (ACSU) for failing 
to report a match-fixing-related approach dur¬ 
ing the tournament in February. 

The former Leicestershire man, who helped 
Dhaka Gladiators win the BPL for the second 
year running, has denied the claims. 

A total of nine individuals related to the 
Gladiators have been charged. Seven of them 
face match-fixing-related charges, while Stevens 
and another are charged with failing to report 
an approach to the authorities. 

Stevens, who joined Kent in 2004 and has 
established himself as a firm fans’ favourite, has 
14 days from Wednesday, when the news broke, 
to respond to the allegations. If he pleads not 
guilty, he will face a full hearing before the Anti- 
Corruption Tribunal. 

If, after a hearing, he is found guilty he faces a 
suspension of between one and five years, which, 
given his age, could end his career. 

Stevens cost the Gladiators $30,000 in the 
player auction this year and was one of five 
Englishmen in the the team, which included 
Owais Shah, Josh Cobb, Luke Wright, James 
Taylor, Sri Lankan duo Tillakaratne Dilshan and 
Lasith Malinga and Pakistani Shahid Afridi. 

Stevens said in a statement: “I confirm that I 
have been charged by the ICC with a failure to 
report a corrupt approach made to me during 
BPL2 in February this year. 

“I have not been involved in any corrupt ac¬ 
tivity and have not been charged with any and I 
am cooperating with the ICC and ACSU in their 
investigation and prosecution of the corruption 
charges in matters relating to the BPL. 

“I am totally against any corruption in cricket 
and would never do anything other than per¬ 
form to the best of my ability in any game. The 
ICC have not suspended me from playing and I 
remain willing and able to play for Kent in all 
fixtures if selected. 

“As the charge against me is now the subject 
of disciplinary proceedings I can make no further 


comment with regard to them at this stage.” 

Earlier this month a number of players who 
were involved in the BPL were formally quizzed 
in relation to the match-fixing inquiry. 

The Bangladesh Cricket Board instigated the 
investigation after asking the ICC to review the 
second edition of the BPL, which finished in 
March. 

ICC chief executive David Richardson said the 
responsibility to fight corruption was not just 
that of the ICC. 

He said: “Whilst we have charged some indi¬ 
viduals with failing to report corrupt approaches 
that were made to them, it is important to stress 
that this investigation has also been built upon, 
among other things, evidence gathered from 
other individuals who not only rejected corrupt 


approaches made to them but then did what 
they were supposed to do and reported them to 
the ACSU. 

“This fact demonstrates that the messages 
delivered by the numerous anti-corruption 
education programmes to all participants in the 
game are effective.” 

Former Bangladesh captain Mohammed 
Ashraful publicly confessed to his involvement 
in match-fixing in June, details of which have 
not yet been revealed. The 2 9-year-old, who has 
played in 61 Tests for the Tigers, was a team¬ 
mate of Stevens during the BPL, although he has 
not been named as one of those charged in 
relation to the tournament. 

Kent County Cricket Club refused to comment 
when contacted by this paper.

Shingles, who made his debut for England at 
the Champions Trophy last year, added: “It was 
a great feeling to get selected. There is no doubt 
it is a massive step up. Until you have got the 
experience, it’s a baptism of fire.”
